Kuwaitis 
can 
nation, says 
Gen. Ghanem 

KUWAIT, Dec. 17 (AP) —"Kuwait’s air 
defense network is capable of protecting the 
oil producing country from all directions, 
Gen. Abdullah Fallaj Ghanem, the new 
armed forces chief of staff was quoted as say- 
ing Wednesday. 

The airforce has orders to intercept any 
aircraft violating Kuwaiti airspace “or even 
outside our borders to protect our airspace 
from all directions." Gen, Ghanem was 
quoted as saying in an interviewpublished by 
several local newspapers. . 

Last month Iranian jets bombed Kuwaiti's 
Al- Abdali 'border post, on the Kuwait- Iraq 
border. The raid caused neither damage nor 
casualties but Kuwait protested strongly to 
Iran about die incident 

Gen. Ghanem took over as chief of staff 
last week, replacing Gen. Mubarak Abdullah 
Al-Jaber AJ- Sabah. 

The^general was quoted as saying he is in 
favor of the establishment of -a common 
military co mman d by the Gulf staxes,.bui this 
was something to be decided by tire political 
leaders, he added. “The Gulf states are cap- 
able of defending themselves and their inter- 
ests," he was quoted as saying. 

Gen. Ghanem was quoted as revealing that 
the Gulf states cooperate in their weapon 
purchasing programs “SO that each state can 
receive help from the others, if if faces a 
shortage of spare parts or other equipment.” 
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MEDIATION: Jordanian miltary 
reserves, called op to reinforce regular 
troops during tte tense border confronta- 
tion with Syria, were released from active 
duty Tuesday. The border crisis, which 
started Nov. 20 when Syria moved three 
armored divisuMis to the border, was 
defused after mediation by King Khaiwi 
who sent Second Deputy Premier and 
Commander of the National Guard Prince 
AbdnBah to Amman and Damascus. Syria 
on Sunday completed a withdrawal of the 
estimated 50,000 troops and 1,200 tanks it 
had moved to die Syrian-Jar daman bor- 
der. Jordan also pulled back troops which 
had totalled abont 30,000 at thepaak of die 
confrontation. 


[PIA stops liquor 

ISLAMABAD, Dec. 17 (AP) — Hie 
government has ordered Pakistan Inter- 
national Airlines to stop serving liquor on 
overseas flights from Jan. 1 , 1 98 1 in keep- 
ing with its effort to Islamize the country' s 
instimtiom, and airline spokesman said 
Wednesday. ' ■ “■ 

“Naturally, if s going to have an impact 
corurnerrially," said public relations man- 
ager Ahsan paul. He said PIA was notified 
the ban 10 days ago. Alcohol has not been 
served on domestic flights. 

From the beginning of the year, PIA 
will join the Saudi Arabian and Kuwaiti 
national airlines in observing the Islamic 
prohibition against liquor, he said. PIA. 
90 per cent state-owned, turned a 73.1 
million rupee (about $7. 5 million) profit in 
the 1979-80 accounting year ending last 
June, Paul added. 


Arab agricultural 
c ommi ttee set up 

DAMASCUS, Dec. 17 (R) — The Arab 
Organization for Agricultural Development 
(AOAD) has announced it had set up a spe- 
cial committee to work out a joint strategy on 
Arab food self-sufficiency. 

In a statement issued here Tuesday at the 
end 1 of a three-day AOAD meeting, the 
agriculture ministers of the 2 1-member Arab 
League said the committee would meet in 
Tripoli, Libya, next March. They did not say 
who its members would be. The ministers 
said they would hold their next full meeting in 
Baghdad a year from now. 


Lebanon seeks 
end to Israeli 
occupation 

BEIRUT, Dec. 17 (R) — Lebanese Prime 
Minister Shafiq Al-Wazzan said his .govern- 
ment would use all possible methods to end 
Israeli occupation of part of South Lebanon. 
Wazzan. a prominent Muslim lawyer, did not 
mention what action he envisaged. But 
. Lebanon has asked , die United Nations to 
strengthen its forces in the area.. 
r '-The prinfie minister was presenting his gov- 
ernment' s statement of policy to the Leban- 
ese angle-house parliament, the chamber of 
deputies, before a vote of confidence in the 
new administration formed in October. 

Wazzan said he was determined to re- 
establish Lebanese sovereignty over the 
whole country, including a southern border 
strip which he said was under Israeli occupa- 
tion. The 10-kilometer wide belt of territory 
is held by Israeli-backed militiamen and 
Israeli troops have free access to the area. 

The U.N. General Assembly has called for 
the Lebanese state to be allowed to establish 
its authority up to the border with Israel, buta 
6,000-strong U.N. peace-keeping sorce has 
been unable to move into the whole of its 
mandated territory. 

The international force was stationed in 
Sooth Lebanon after an Israeli invasion of the 
area in 1978. 

Wazzan was appointed prime minister by 
President Elias Sarkis after moves to form a 
government of national unity in Lebanon 
faded several months ago. In October he 
formed a 22-man cabinet, but a minister of 
state resigned immediately. Early this month 
four Shiite Muslim ministers offered to resign 
in a dispute over Shiite representation in the" 
■cabinet, but President Sarkis did not accept 
the resignations. 


Pro-Israelis 
lobby ‘to put 
Percy on ice’

WASHINGTON/ Dec. 17 — Pro-Israeli 
advisers to President-elect Reagan are seek- 
ing ways to “ put Senator diaries Percy per- 
manently on ice ” for his recent remarks in 
support of a Palestinian state, according to 
reports here. 

These advisers regard Percy as major 
threat to Israers interests in his new job as 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee in the 97tfa Co ngress . “The Jewish Week” 
newspaper df Washington,- D.C., quoted 
informal sources as saying Zionists in the 
Reagan camp were trying to persuade 
Reagan to offer Percy a “harmless" Post in 
the new administration to remove him from 
the influential committee diairmanship. 

“They may get rid of him by giving him an 
ambassadorship somewhere//; or making him 
undersecretary of something,’’'' one source 
was quoted as saying. The source described as 
‘/inexcusable” Percy’s remarks on Palesti- 
nian statehood, which were made during the 
senator’s recent talks in Moscow with Krem- 
lin leaden. 

Percy’s comments, contained in a highly 
classified state department cable, were 
leaked to the press by pro- Israeli members of 
the Reagan transition team, sources said. 

' “Percy is going to be slapped down, make 
□o mistake about that” the newspaper 
quoted a source as saying. The Illinois 
Republican would not be publidy humili- 
ated, however, according to this strategy. He 
would in«t<»aH be “kicked upstairs" into a 
non-controvenial job in the Reagan 
administration, the paper said. 

But analysts here pointed out Reagan has 
not dedded to take any action regarding 
Percy. The president-elect is expected in con- 
sider removal from the Senate post. 

Meanwhile, supporters of Israel enthusias- 
tically welcomed die selection of Senator 
Rudy Bosch witz rtf Minnesota as chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committees Midd !l - 
L East sifecommittee.. .. r ■ £> ■ . 

“Bosch witz, a.Beriiti*barn Jew has been 
described in press accounts here as a strong 
supporter of Israel. 

He was named to head the key Middle East 
panel last Thursday. Bosch witz has ve^r little 
foreign affairs experience and is a newcomer 
to the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 

According to one news report this week, 
Boschwitz” will probably emerge as th e lead- 
ing pro- Israel spokesman among the six Jews 
who will serve in the 97th Senate. " • 

But political observers noted that his 
authority as sub-committee chairman win be 
somewhat tempered by the fact that Senator 
Percy, chairman of die full committee, has 
also dedded to serve as a member of the 
Middle East subcommittee. 

Percy met with a dozen leaders of the local 
Jewish United Fund in an effort to clarify 
reports of his remarks while in the Soviet 
Union recendy. 

Afterwards, one Jewish leader pronounced 
Percy’s comments “ to a large degree reassur- 
ing/' 

“(I) say that we win never deal with the 
Palestinians, and the PLO on this issue until 
such time as they recognize Israel as a 
sovereign state... the right of Israel to have 
defendable borders and the right of Israel to 
live in peace, " Percy told reportera after the 
meeting.

Egypt welcomes Haig 
as secretary of state 


ISMAILIA, Egypt, Dec. 17 (AP) — 
Egypt's foreign minister on Wednesday said 
the nomination of Alexander M. Haig as U .S. 
secretary of stale would have a “good effect 
on military and political cooperation” bet- 
ween Washington and its strongest Arab ally. 

“The presence of such a man, the former 
head of NATO and now a foreign minister, a 
man with experience in strategy and foreign 
policy, win make the Middle East the center 
of interest in U..S. foreign policy/’ said Fore- 
ign Minister Kama) Hassan Ali. 

The Egyptian said he sent Haig a cable of 
congratulations. Egypris optimistic about the 
choice, Ali Said. Haig's nomination Tuesday 
by. Prckuknt- elect" KuttuLl Reagan must be 
approved by the Senate, and This is consi- 
dered likely. Technically, though, Haig is not 
a foreign minister yet. 

Ali, who served as Egypt’s defense minis- 
ter until taking the foreign minister’s job last 
May, is a military man like Haig. The Ameri- 
can is expected to take a firm band in dealing 
with the Soviet Union, which until 1972 
maintained 17,000 military advisers in 
Egypt. 

In a Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) spokesman said Tuesday that Haig* s 
nomination would not alter America' s policy 
of “interfering in the affairs of other states." 


Majed Abu Sharar, in charge of unified PLO 
information, predicted that the United States 
would flex its muscles when Ronald Rezgan 
took over as president but would be rh jckcJ 
by Soviet power. 

“Wc believe that on the basis of Soviet 
superiority in strategic weapons over the 
United States, Haig will find himself Idling 
genuine difficulties in any attempt to start 
flexing his musdes,” Abu Sharar told Reut- 
ers. _ 

In London,. British government officials 
welcomed the appointment of Haig. The offi- 
cials, who declined being quoted by name, 
said they ox pec. the United States’ new chief 
didlpr-sai 'V'o.V.i a &rmgiarj in dealings wi?h 
the Soviet Union. Atfff Urey pointed out that 
this coincides with the policy of conservath _\ 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, who is 
expected to visit Washington to confer with 
Reagan and Haig soon after inauguration day 
in January . 

In Tel Aviv, the appointment of Haig was 
greeted with optimism. The Israeli news- 
paper Haaretz reported Wednesday that a 
Hoover Institute report was circulating in 
Washington government cirde pleading for 
the creation of a Palestinian state and 
ecomomic pressure on Israel to achieve this 
aim. 


11 Airbuses for Saudia

JEDDAH, Dec. 17 — Saudia has signed 
its first agreement with European manufac- 
turers to buy eleven medium-range aircraft 
from Airbus Industrie , company spokes- 
man said here Wednesday. He said the 
agreement was signed in Jeddah Tuesday. 
Saudia will be die fourth Arab company to 
purchase European planes after Middle 
. East Airlines and Kuwait Airways who 
bought five and six aircraft respectively 
since last month. Egypt bad also bought 
three Airbuses. 

The spokesman said that delivery of the

first Airbus will start in 1 983. He added that 
• the aircraft will have a capacity * of 262 
economy seats and 26 fust dass. They will 
be used on domestic and regional flights. 

The spokesman praised the Airbus for 
their “high performance, comfort and good 
service" . He added that with the delivery of 
the aircraft Saudia will terminate a lease for 
three jumbos with Middle East airlines in 
1976. Saudia had also ordered this year ten 
.jumbo Boeing 747s and the first order of six 
will be delivered in 1 98 1 , and the remaining 
in 1982. The new aircraft will raise the total 
number of the state- run airline corporation 
to 82, and the company expects to cany 
about seven million passengers next year. 


Stop oil 
stockpile 

Yamani urges 
Western nations 
to review policy 

ZURICH. Dec. 17 (AP) — Oil Minister 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani was quoted 
Wednesday as saying that oil prices of S50 per 
barrel by next spring are “not at all excluded" 
unless the West reviews its stockpile policy. 

In an interview with the Zurich weekly 
Weitwoche shortly before this week's OPEC 
meeting in Bali. Sheikh Yamani was quoted 
as predicting a “mood of panic" on markers if 
the Gulf war between Iraq and Iran lasted 
“much longer." 

The minister reportedly said the recent 
increase of the United States strategic oil 
reserves, France's decision against reduction 
of its stockpiles and Japan s policy of i increas- 
ing its floating reserves "are' not good 
omens/’ 

He was quoted as explaining that this pol- 
icy resulted in buying pressure on the 
speculative spot markets leading to soaring 
spot prices and eventually also pushing up 
regular OPEC contract prices. “If this trend 
(the Western stockpiling policy) is not stop- 
ped. then they (the West) will have to pay for 
it Then there will be considerable price 
increases. That I promise you," he was 
quoted as saying. 

Asked whether this could mean prices of 
$30 per barrel by next- spring, Yamani said: 
“That is not all' excluded. If the Gulf war 
continues much longer, a mood of panic will 
develop on the markets and unless the West- 
ern governments react reasonably, you will 
have that price already soon. 

Yamani also made the following points, 
according to the Wehwoche: 

— Access to Western stock markets for 
investors from oil producing countries should 
be “as unhindered as possible ... without too 
-ninny national protective measures, widiou: 
discriminafin tax barriers. " This would facili- 
tate the derision to continue to exploit our 
shrinking oil reserves at the present high 
level." 

— “Unless the Arab- Israeli conflict is sol- 
ved ... the flow of oil from our countries will 
shrink suddenly and drastically ... That shock 
will come, even if you continue not to believe 
it We wiD deal that blow to you, 1 promise 
that But we sdH do hope that you will be 
intelligent enough not to let things drift that 
far.” 

— The Europe an- Arab dialogue including 
tiie Palestine Liberation Organization "is 
nothing, nothing at air" in the way of solving 
the Middle East problem. "Who just takes 
one step where thousand steps are needed, 
does not do anything. Europe calks much, 
shows good intentions but that does not suf- 1 
fice." 

— A solution of the Middle East question 
"Is not possible without the Soviet Union" 
but the “Soviets have never made a positive 
contribution in the field of Third Worid and 
energy problems." The Soviet satellites — 
not the Soviets — will become a principal 
importer of Middle East oil in the mid- 1 980s 
and one cannot refuse them that supply.” 
Meanwhile. Sheikh Yamani arrived in 
Penh Tuesday night for an overnight 
stopover before flying on to Canberra Wed- 
nesday for talks with senior government 
ministers.

KHARTOUM, Dec. 17 (AP) — A new 
wave of 30,00b Ugandan refugees, many of 
them naked and starving women and chil- 
dren, is severely straining a Sudanese economy 
already struggling with half a million home- 
less Africans from neighboring countries. 

“They are among the most miserable 
refugees I have ever seen," Sudanese 
Refugee Commissioner Abdul Rahman 
Bashir said of the Ugandans. “They are carry- 
ing no thing with tfiem at alL” Bashir pointed 
to photographs of small children with dis- 
tended stomachs, wearing only breeebdoths 
or nothing at all. With the children were 
emaciated women, naked from the waist up. 


The refugees, who arrived in remote jungle 
areas of southern Sudan in November, were 
fleeing pre-election fighting in the north of 
' Uganda. With the lack of roads and other 
•infrastructure to serve its people, especially 
in the southern parts of the country, Sudan, 
: one of the world’s poorest countries, is 
/ hard-pressed to maintain its generous 
policies toward refugees. Western diplomats 
say. 

The new refugees came ro an area where 
there is no surplus of food, Bashir said. 
“ Southern Sudan is suffering from scarcity of 
food, and there are logistical problems of 
transportation../ 1 ! would prefer to get 

50,000 refugees in eastern Sudan rather than 


5,000 in the south.”. 

Sudan, also cares for refugees from 
Ethiopia, Zaire and Chad. “Sudan is unlucky 
because it is surrounded by eight countries, 
many of which are among the worid* s least 
stable” said a Western diplomat. “The 
Sudanese are nice, so the refugees keep com- 
ing.” 

Bashir said the country’s refugee problem 
began in 1965, when 9,000 Congolese fled 
fighting in what is now Zaire. An estimated 

5,000 of them remain. In 1967 some 30,000 
Eritreans fled fighting between rebels and the 
government in northern Ethiopia. The Erit- 
reans living inside Sudan now under 370,000, 
Rflchj r said. 
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About 40,000 refugees from repression 
and fighting in other Ethiopian provinces 
swell the total from the country to about 
410,000. Some 17,000 have come across the 
border since last June, Bashir, said. “The 
whole (Ethiopian) border has been leaking 
refugees into Sudan." he said. Ugandan 
refugees now total 73,000. Before the latest 
wave some 43 .000 had come across since the 
overthrow of President Idi Amin in the spring 
of 1979, Bashir said. 

He said he was going to the western border 
to check on new arrivals from the civil war m 
Chad, but estimated the number of Chadian 
refugees in Sudan had grown from 7,000 to 

10,000 or 11,000. New arrivals not included 
in the totals may number as many as 30.000, a 
Khartoum spokesman for the U.N. High 
Commisisoner for Refugees said. 

Bashir said foe strain on the Sudanese 
economy, already plagued by the high cost of 
oil imp orts and other problems, was difficult 
to estimate because much of it is disguised. 

“For example, if you go to eastern Sudan, in 
some of the schools most of the pupils are 
refugees," he said. “In hospitals, some times 
most of the patients are refugees." 

The Sudanese government has complained 
that it has not received enough attention or or 
aid to assist its refugee program. Last June, 
the Khartoum government called a confer- 
ence to appeal for more aid. Some .countries 
have increased their assistance, but the 
amount is still far short of what is needed, he 
said. The United Nations has agreed to pro- 
vide $14.6 million of the $75 million 
requested for 1981 from the worid body. A 
few Western countries have agreed to take 
some of the refugees as immigrants.

JEDDAH, Dec. 17 — One of the dif- 
ficulties facing the local Traffic Depart- 
ment is irresponsible motorcycle driving, 
that causes about 70 per cent of the traffic 
accidents, according to one traffic official. 

Capt Abdullah AI-Ragban, head of the 
traffic division, said about 80 per cent of 
the motorcycle drivers cannot drive prop- 
erly. They are the major cause in the loss 
of their lives, as well as others* lives, he 
said.

Mecca always has been known for its 
houses of scholarly pursuits. Its biggest 
house of learning, the Holy Haram, pro- 
duced a large number of ulema who, in 
different ages, contributed in the 
development and growth of Arabic, juris- 
prudence, judiciary and the interpretation 
ofthe Holy Koran. 

The Holy city'also earned a good name 
in producing women scholars. A search 
into history reveals that tiie Meccan f amil y 
of Al-Tabari had produced a large 
number of men and women scholars bet- 
ween the sixth and the 12th centuries of 
the Islamic calendar. The great writer, 
Abdul Onddous Al-Ansari. savs that 


Islamic studies and the Traditions of the 
Holy Prophet. 

But Mecca does no longer hold that pos- 
ition from the aspect of knowledge. It has, 
regrettedly, lost that old phenomenon 
which used to dominate the life of our 
predecessors. Barring a few families which 
still have maintain pH the old tradition of 
knowledge with utmost care, today we 
find a great dearth of the houses of learn- 
ing for which Mecca had been known 
through the ages. 

But for the paucity of space. I'd would 
have loved to mention the names of he 
institutions which had earned reputation 
for knowledge and scholars through dif- 
ferent ages in Mecca, Medina, Jeddah and 
Taif. Since the present generation has 
been griped with a wave of modem

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New peace conference 
on Chad set for Dec. 23 


YAOUNDE. Cameroon, Dec. 17 (Agen- 
cies) — A new peace conference aimed at 
settling nearly two decades of civil strife in 
the North Central African nation of Chad 
has been set for Dec. 23 in Lagos, Nigeria, 
Cameroon President Ahmadou Ahidjo 
announced. 

After Tuesday night’s announcement, 
sources in Yaounde said rebel leader Hissene 
Habre and President Goukouni Oueddei will 
participate in the conference. 

Habre. former defense minister in the 
transitional government, fled N'Djamena. 
Chad’s capital, into neighboring Cameroon 
on Monday, abandoning the city after a 
struggle that began nearly nine months ago. 

Habre signed a ceasefire agreement Tues- 
day in Cameroon after his forces were driven 
from the capital by a government offensive 
backed by Libyan tanks, jet fighters and 
infantrymen. 

Goukouni signed the ceasefire agreement 
in Lome, Togo, last month. Under the Lome 


UNITED NATIONS. Dec. 17 (AP) — 
Israel is hurting its own cause byjaidng harsh 
measures against moderate Palestinians who 
are willing to live side-by-side with the Jewish 
state, say two Arab mayors expelled from the 
West Bank. 

Muhammed Mil hem of Halhoul, who was 
expelled by Israeli authorities on Dec. 5, 
charged that Israel is attempting to muzzle, 
discredit or expel politically influential Pales- 
tinians from the West Bank. 

Miihera and another expelled mayor, Fahd . 
Kawasmeh of Hebron, have come to New 
York to take their case to the U.N. Security 
Council, hoping to bring intemadonal pres- 
sure on Israel. They were interviewed in their 
hotel room across from U.JN. headquarters.

Habre, in signing the ceasefire agreement, 
stressed that he rejected the participation of 
Libya and Benin in the settlement of the 
Chadian conflict. It was Libya’s armed role 
that he had dted in refusing to sign until now.

Turkey pledges 
to halt torture 
of detainees 

ANKARA, Dec. 17(OFNS) A pledge to 
prevent torture of political detainees was 
given by the prime minister of Turkey’s 
military regime, retired Admiral Bulent 
Ulusu, at a news conference in Ankara last 
week. His statement followed allegations in 
a local magazine, and in a recent Amnesty 
International report, that eight detainees 
have died in uncertain circumstances while 
in custody. 

Turkish laws, Ulusu asserted, “categori- 
cally prohibit torture and any action incom- 
patible with human dignity against 
detainees." This government was’ deter- 
mined to “implement meticulously” these 
laws, and- would throughly investigate all 
allegations brought to its notice. At the 
moment, he said, no specific cases were 
before it 

Questioned about the eight deaths in cus- 
tody. Ulusu said the allegations were “not 
based on fact but on gossip.” 

Since the military takeover on SepL 12, 
about 12,000 people have been detained 
for suspected offenses agains the state, 
including terrorism. More than 3,000 have 
since been released. The case which has 
aroused the greatest concern is that of a 
left-wing publisher, Ilhan Erdos t, who 
according to all available evidence — was 
beaten to death by a squad of soldiers 
escorting him to a detention center in Ank- 
ara. 

The military regime promptly set up the 
inquiry and nine soldiers were arrested, five 
of whom face court-martial charges. 

It is generally accepted that the ruling 
military council, and die Ulusu government 
which works under its direction, are sincere 
in their desire to prevent ill-treatment of 
detainees. They do not wish to incur the 
odium that attached to the martial law 
commanders of 1971-73, when brutality 
was rife.

Repression hurting Israel, 
expelled Arab 
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Ismail Fahmi 
calls for freezing 
talks with Israel 

CAIRO, Dec. 17 (AP) — Former Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi, who res- 
igned his post over Egypt? s peace moves with 
Israel, hasfcalled 1 on his government to freeze 
peace talks with the Jewish state because of its 
policy on Jerusalem. 

In an interview with the weekly A1 -Shoot 
newspaper, organ of the opposition Labor 
Socialist Party, Fahmi called the Egyptian- 
Israeli- American Camp David accords and 
the ensuing peace treaty “null and void.” 

“By annoying East Jerusalem, a part of the 
West Bank, Israelis can now continue coL 
o nizing the West Bank and leave nothing to 
negotiate, violating the Camp David agree- 
ments " Fahmi was quoted as saying. 

The Camp David accords and the peace 
treaty signed by Egypt and Israel with the 
United States as a ■ mediator cans on the : par- 
ties to negotiate some form of self-rule for 1 .5 
million Palestinians living in the West Bank 
of the Jordan River and the Gaza Strip. Israel 
occupied these territories in the wake of the 
1967 Mideast war. 

Egypt suspended the talks in August fol- 
lowing an Israeli parliament decision to 
unilaterally annex predominantly Arab East 
Jerusalem as part of the Jewish stare’s capital 
Egypt considers East Jerusalem an integral 
part of the West Bank. 

Fahmi was quoted as saying Egypt could 
legitimately freeze all talks without being 
accused of violating the peace accords as 
“Israel has already done that with its 
Jerusalem decision.” 

He added that there could be no solution to 
the Palestinian problem without the creation 
of a Palestinian state, the paper said. Fahmi 
suggested a United Nations mandate over the 
proposed Palestinian nation, with an interna- 
tional committee to supervise the transition 
to full statehood. 


Armenians claim responsibilit y 

Turkish consul dam in Sydney 


SYDNEY, Dec. 17 (R) — The Turkish 
consul-general in Sydney and his bodyguard 
were killed Wednesday when two men on a 
motorcycle sprayed their car with gunfire in a 
Sydney suburb, police said. An Armenian 
guerrilla group claimed responsibility! The 
consul. Sank Ariyak, was dead before 
ambulance men arrived on the scene and the 
bodyguard, Engin Sever, died in hospital 
police said. 

They said the killers fired an automatic 
pistol into the car and then escaped. The car 
crashed into a fence. 


A woman claiming to represent “Ihe jus. 
tice co mman dos of the Armenian genocide" 
telephoned the Australian Associated Press 
news agency 40 minutes after the shooting to 
claim responsibility. 

She said the killing was “in retaliation for 
the injustices done to the Armenians by the 
Turks." 

The group, which has previously claimed 
responsibility for murdering about a dozen 
Turkish diplomats or their relatives in 
Europe since 1975. would strike again, she 
said. 


Israeli government fails 
to agree on austere budget 


TEL AVIV, Dec. 17 (Agencies) — Israel's 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurwitz battled with 
his cabinet colleagues Tuesday to push 
through an austerity budget to rescue the 
nation from three-figure inflation. Political 
sources said ministers argued at length over 
Hurwif z proposals to cut back departmental 
spending, freeze prices and reduce compen- 
sation payments now made to workers as a 
shield against soaring prices. 

Ministers fear the measures proposed by 
Hurwitz wotild diminish their already low 
popularity ratings and bring certain electoral 
defeat for the government of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, which must face a general 
election within the next 1 1 months. 

The cabinet debate came a day after the 
government announced a rise in consumer 


prices of 9.4 per cent for the momh of 
November. This brought the inflation rate for 
the 12 months since November, 1979 to 
,137.6 per cent. 

The budget is believed to total about SI 2 
billion, roughly one third of it for defense. 
Official figures have not been released. 

After the cabinet meeting a spokesman 
said the matter had been passed on to the 
cabinet 1 s economic committee which would 
discuss the measures on Thursday. 

. Political sources said several ministers 
staunchly resisted the Spending./ cuts that 
Hurwitz asked of them. In particular there 
was strong opposition to the cuts he wanted 
to make in the defense budget.

. lights and trees, Santa and reindeer, “merry 
Christmas’ 1 signs and decorations every- 
where in the heart ofTokyo. This is especially 
true erf the Ginza. Here, most of the major 
department stores feature, on their street 
facades, huge advertisements of Western 
models in Christinas garb or wrapp ing 

This year, the Matsuya Ginza department 
store has gone one step further. It has 
drappd a six- story-high poster of a nude 
western model barely wrapped in a red rib- 
bon down the entire interior wall of die store. 
This tickles many viewers, embarrasses 
others and, apparently, enrages some Japan- 
ese women. They are enraged not because 
the model is nude, but because — like almost 
all models in Japanese advertising — she is 
Caucasian. 

One Japanese woman explained to a col- 
league dial. Japanese women are be ginnin g to 
resent the ubiquitous use of Western models

because Japanese women neither look like 
nor are buflt like Western women. One sign 
of the revolt, if one can call it that, is an ad 
spotted on the subway here showing a smiling 

Japanese woman who had just X-ed out 
Western models in Bikinis. 

Prices can be cheap, too. For less than $20 
per person, one can stay in a “people’s inn” 
and get dinner and breakfast along with a 
night’s lodging. One sleeps on a thin mattress 
on a bamboo mat, or tatami, and has a small 
rice-filled pillow. Thi food is traditional. For 
example, atthc inn I stayed at in Izumi City in 
Japan’s Southernmost island, breakfast con- 
sisted of a raw egg, grated ratfish, rice, sea- 
weed consomme, dried seaweed and green 
tea. 

Izumi Gty is~ hopie for several thousand 
cranes.which migrate annually fron China 
and Siberia. Hundreds of ordinary Japanese, 
as well as bird-watchers, migrated to Izumi, 
too. to see these graceful birch whose likeness 
is embedded in Japanese art and culture. 

This year the cranes arrived much earlier 
than usual, giving rise to speculation that is 
colder earlier in Siberia or there is less food 
available in Korea, where the birds stop en 
route to Izumi. There also are more cranes 
this year than ever, 3,500 already present and 
another thousand expected. 

Thirty-five years ago, at the war’s end, 
here were only 300. But help from the far- 
mers brought the decimated flocks back to 
strength. Now, some of the farmers in Izumi 
are sorry and want to either get rid of the 
birds — now protected by law — or have the 
government subsidize the crop losses the 
farmers suffer from the cranes’ eating habits. 
The battle between preservationists and far- 
mers has been joined, but not resolved. Of 
course, I am on the side of the lards.

West Bengal 
defies Indira

CALCUTTA - 

Hie Marxist government of the Indian state of 
West Bengal ordered a “strike” last month that 
brought commercial and industrial life to a halt for 
24 hours. By Indian standards, there was hardly any 
violence — only two dead and 200 injured — 
demonstrating the extent of Marxist influence in the 
state. 

The India Congress Party, which formally 
opposed thebondh .as this kind of complete closure 
is called, did not dare put its objections into prac- 
tice. Nor would any Bengali dream of disobeying 
Marxist instructions, backed up as they were by 
bands of committed young toughs patrolling the 
deserted streets. 

Schools, colleges, offices, banks, shops and fac- 
tories pulled down their shutters. Trains from out- 
side were stopped at West Bengal* s borders: a few 
that ventured in were pelted with stones, halted in 
their tracks by brigades of outraged Marxists and- 
forced to reverse. Buses, trams, taxis, private cars 
and rickshaws kept off the streets. 

The “officially sponsored lock-out,” which is 
how Indira Congress leaders described this formid- 
able display of power, was the first to be called by an 
Indian government. Opposition parties regularly 
try to flex their political musde or express disap- 
proval of official policies through such paralyzing 
demonstrations, but ’never before has a party in 
office needed to reassure itself with this kind of 
crippling display. 

The protest was aimed at Indira Gandhf s regime 
in New Delhi, which is accused of starving West 
Bengal of food and investment funds. State leaders 
complain that industrialists are refused licenses to 
set up factories in West Bengal. 

Fourteen bills adopted by Jyoti Basu’s Marxist 
ministry cannot become law because New Delhi is 
delaying assent. He objects, too, to the arbitrary 
powers of arrest and imprisonment that the prime 
minister recently acquired under her national sec- 
urity ordinance, reviving fears of another spell of 
emergency-style repression. 

A final charge relates to West Bengal's exclusion 
from the round of by-elections held in all other 
states only a few weeks ago. Accoridng to Basu, 
Mrs. Gandhi is deliberately keeping vacant six seats 
in the local assembly and one in the central parlia- 
ment because she knows that the squabbling, inef- 
fective and discredited West Bengal branch of her 
party does not have a chance of winning in free 
elections. Poping is expected, in fact, to reinforce 
the Marxists' mandate, which would make it even 
more difficult to dislodge Basu. 

Whites quitting 
Mugabe’s army

SALISBURY — 

Some 90 per cent of Zimbabwe’s 2,000 white 
combat soldiers wiU have quit the army by the new 
year as a new national army is created based on 
guerrillas they fought in seven years of war. 

Many of the Rhodesian Light Infantry troops - 
have joined the 1,500 whites fleeing the former 
British colony each month since independence ear- 
lier this year. Often they have joined the armed 
forces of South Africa — the continent’s last white- 
ruled nation — which is braced for its own guerrilla 
war. 

President Canaan Banana has urged whites not to 
join the exodus to South Africa, warning that they 
would be “leaving the cooling frying-pan” to jump 
into the fire. But South Africa offers a tempting 
one-year contract for soldiers, with m in i mu m earn- 
ings of around $1,000 a month, easy immigration 
formalities, paid fumi ture removal and other perks. 

“Most of us couldn't stomach the idea of staying 
on and working for our old enemies," Corporal 
Matt Russel, 31 , said recently as he left for South 
Africa. “With our experience we’re treated like 
royalty there” 

White Rhodesians are now fighting in Namibia 
against guerrillas of Sam Nujoma’s South-West 
African People’s Organization. Others are based in 
the Northern Transvaal, bordering Zimbabwe, 
where they are being trained for possible hot pur- 
suit raids back into Zimbabwe after South African 
guerrillas. 

“You never know when we might be back,” said 
Russel. “If (Prime Minister Robert) Mugabe is daft 
enough to provide bases for tens (terrorists) he'll 
• ; be clobbered from here to kingdom come,” 

The flight of white troops has eased the task of 80 
British officers, who are integrating the guerrillas of 
two rival forces — Mugabe's ZANLA and Home 
Affair s Minister Joshua Nkomo’s ZIPRA — with 
the mainly black regular soldiers who were their 
foes in the conflict. Despite claims by Mugabe’s 
fight- month-old government that integration is 
moving smoothly and speedily, sources say less than 
5,000 men have been successfully welded together 
in the new national army. The same sources say they 
do not expect full integration for at least a year. 

An army of at least 18,000 men is envisaged. 
That means some 25,000 of the 36,000 guerrillas 
will have to be deployed on the land to grow food — 
soldiers in economic development. British officers 
supervising integration say that ethnic and ideologi- 
cal rivalries have largely evaporated. 
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Somali orphans fight for Ogaden freedom

ALOSHA IGA KA, Ethiopia — 

In die shake of a camouflaged freedom fighter 
camp in the Ogaden, a 13-year-old boy, Ano- 
malow Hussein, tries to teach himself to read and 
write Somali script. Within easy reach is his Kalash- 
nikov automatic rifle. Hussein is a fighter of the 
Western Somali Liberation Front (WSLF) — a vet- 
eran of four years of fighting and 1 1 major battles 
against the Ethiopians. His father, also a fighter, 
was killed earlier this year. His mother died years 
ago. 

For him and a whole generation of young 
Somalis, the war for independence from Ethiopia is 
their sole purpose in life. At the Lugh Jellow 
refugee camp, just inside the Somali border, I saw 
WSLF cadres holding an indoctrination session for 
other young orphans. 

The cadres concentrate on shaping the minds of 
the orphans, filling them with hatred for the” Abys- 
sinian colonizers.'' (That colonization took- place 90 
years ago when the Ethiopian Emperor Menelik 
captured what is still the principal dty of the Oga- 
den, Harar.) 

The boys are told that anything less than total 
victory is inconceivable; that they must be prepared 
to fight and die for the establishment of their own 
country. Western Somalia. 

Inevitably those young orphan' boys from Lugh 
Jellow refugee camp and boys from the 32 other 
refugee camps throughout Somalia will spend their 
youth fi ghting in the Ogaden — though, in the 
nature of hit-and-run warfare, the frequency of 
dashes between the WSLF and the Ethiopians is 
low. 

I traveled with a party of fighters to Alosha Iga 
Ka, 1 10 miles inside the Ethiopian border, setting 
out at sunset in a WSLF Land-Rover. There was no 
trouble crossing the frontier. The Somali border. 


guard waved us through — and the Ethiopian bor- 
der post had been deserted for two years. We 
traveled for nine hours across the desert, exchang- 
ing passwords with the nervous gunmen who stop- 
ped us at a series of checkpoints. 

Rest stops at several WSLF-controlled villages 
produced a flood of questions from the elders who 
administer laws and collect taxes for the fighters. 
“Will the United States’ decision to establish a 
military base at Berbers (northwest Somalia) mean 
that we will get weapons from the Americans? Why 
doesn’t the West help us to kick the Cubans and 
Russians out of Western Somalia?” 

Officially the United States' $40 million arms 
co mmi tment to Somalia is for defensive weapons 
for use only by the Somali regular forces.- The U 5. 
does not want to get caught op in the WSLFs war. 

Diplomatic sources in the Somali capital, 
Mogadishu, daim there are between 6,000 and 
10,000 Cubans and perhaps 2,000 Russians in the 
whole of the Ogaden.' The WSLF claims a higher 
figure but admits the Cubans and Russians do not 
take an active role in the fighting, apart from pilot- 
ing die MiG fighters which occasionally strafe Som- 
ali border towns. 

The Alosha Iga Ka camp is weli hidden in a small 
wood about 10 miles from the town of Callafo. 
According to Abdullah Abdulle Omar, the local 
WSLF command ex, Callafo is an Ethiopian garri- 
son. 

“There are 5 ,700 enemy soldiers there and 3 ,000 
of our women and children," he says, “we have 
prepared plans for the liberation of CaDafo as soon 
as we get more men from the training camp s ” 

Any attempt to capture a town like CaDafo would 
be a break with the marauding style of warfare 
waged by the WSLF in the past two years, during 
which it has been spreading its control of the coun- 
tryside, forcing the Ethiopians back into the towns 
and cutting off their supply routes. 

Certainly the thousand or so lightly armed fight- 


ers I saw in and around the Alosha iga Ka camp 
would find it difficult to mount a conventional 
offensive again sr Callafo, which appears reasonably 
well fortified. Senior WSLF tacticians are pinning 
their hopes on international pressure forcing the 
Russian and Cuban mflitaiy advisers to leave 
Ethiopia and on getting arms through Somalia from 
the United States. 

Neither hope seems realistic in the short term. 
Indeed the prospect at an American base at Berb- 
ers is likely to further harden the USSR's commit- 
ment to Ethiopia. 

A new factor in the Ogaden war in recent months 
has been the emergence of the Somali Salvation 
Front, SOSAF. Made up of Somali exiles deter- 
mined to overthrow the government erf President 
Siad Bar re, SOSAF broadcasts its anti-Barre mes- 
sage into Somalia from a radio station in Ethiopia. 
According to diplomats in Mogadishu, SOSAF sol- 
diers led a cross-border raid by Ethiopian troops in 
August into the northwest of the country, near 
Hargeisa. 

Politicians in Kenya's North-East Province 
accuse SOSAF of initiating a wave of murders in the 
region recently in an effort to whip up support 
among Kenyan Somalis for the Salvation Fronts 
offensive against the Barre government. 

A SOSAF coup would be a crushing blow to the 
WSLF, who rely on support from Barre. The new 
government would demand a negotiated settlement 
with Ethiopia over the Ogaden, arms supplies to the 
fighters could be cut off and the rebels denied sanc- 
ruray in So mali a. 

If the Ogaden conflict was just another African 
bosh war then its settlement might not be so urgent, 
but there are an estimated 850,000 refugees from 
the Ogaden in refugee camps in Somalia as a direct 
consequence of the war. The cos; to the interna- 
tional community of keeping those people alive is 
enormous,, and a negotiated settlement is the only 
way of returning the refugees to their homeland.

In a lead story. Al Medina and Al Yom said a 
restricted summit .of Syria, Jordan, Iraq and Libya 
would be held before the convening of the Islamic 
summit conference in Mecca. Al Jadrah, Al B3ad 
and AlNadwa led with OPECs agreement on the 
new prices of oil. King KhaletTs praise of the 
activities of the society for the Promotion of Virtue 
and Prevention of Vice formed the lead story in 
Okaz while Al Riyadh led with Queen Elizabeth’s

Newspapers frontpaged OPECs deliberations 
and its decision to raise the oil price by $2 to 3 per 
barrel. They also gave prominence to Israer s 
refusal to accept the resolutions of the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly. Al Jazirah gave page one promi- 
nence to U.S. President-elect Ronald Reagan’s 
decision to appoint Alexander Haig as the secretary 
of state in his administration. King Khaletfs reaf- 
firmation of Saudi Arabia’ s adherence to ihe divine 
laws also figured prominently in the newspapers. 

Newspaper editorials discussed the resolutions of 
the OPEC conference, holding the major powers 
responsible for any oil price hike that the organiza- 
tion feds compelled to effect from time to time. 1 
Some papers dealt with the upcoming Islamic sum- 
mit in Mecca as Well as malicious campaigns against 
the Kingdom. In an editorial on OPEC, Al Medina 
noted that the organization was playing a com- 


mendable role in supporting the world ecuu^my 
and trying to make oh available to aD at a reason- 
able price. In the paper’s view, the industrialized 
nations were to be blamed for price hikes, as they 
turned a deaf year to the woes and economic dif- 
ficulties of poorer nations. It urged the rich nations 
to cany out their responsibility and enter into a 
serious dialogue with the emerging nations with a 
view to rebuilding a just economic system in the 
world. 

Reviewing the objective reasons for the oil price 
hike, Al Jadrah said the consumer countries have 
not been able to control the average consu mption of 
oU, and therefore failed to make major oil com- 
panies sop speculations among themselves on the 
prices of oil being sold in the free market It said 
many developments have taken place, both at reg- 
ional and world levels, since the last price hike, 
which have compelled the organization to make a 
revision of its declared policy on quantity of oil 
produced, its prices, the average world consump- 
tion and tiie volume of loss in the value of dollar. 
The paper urged major industrial powers and other 
oQ- consuming countries to bear their responsibility, 
in view of the fed they have failed to compel major 
world ofl companies to compensate the oil shortage 
in world markets as a result of the Iraq- Iran armed 

conflict- .... , , 

Discussing the upcoming Islamic summit confer- 
ence Al Yom observed that this conference would 
be the fruit of sincere efforts exerted by Saudi 


Arabia at both Arab and Islamic levels to bring 
about unity and solidarity and to confront the prob- 
lems of the Arab and Islamic in an objective man- 
ner. The conference will be faced with an onerous 
task since the problems are increasing day by day 
and their solutions are required on an urgent basis, 
the paper ad’ded. 

Al Nadwa dwelled on the U.N. General Assem- 
bly’s resolutions on the Palestine issue and urged 
the Arab world to make a move to benefit from the 
world body's resolutions. It further called upon 
them to persist in their contacts with the interna- 
tional community, in order to be able to have fee 
resolutions implemented by compelling the Zionist 
entity to show regard to fee Arab rights. The paper 
referred to fee great energies of the Arab nation but 
said there was something missing, between .fee 
potentialities and their obligations and, therefore, 
they felt contented with the issuance of resolutions 
only.

JEDDAH — Imagbnea hotel twice as high 
as the Queen's Building and with mop rooms 
than Hie Hyatt, the Sheraton and the Meri- 
dicn combined. 

That’s The Palace, New York’s newest 
hotd and, curiously, one of its oldest. 

The Palace shoots up 55 stories over Madi- 
son avenue at 50th street, ovcriooking the 
Gothic towers of S. Patrick’s Cathedral. 

The tall, brown- metal shaft that is die new 
Palace is linked at its base with one of the 
greatest architectural landmarks in all New 
York, the elegant, 100-y par-old Vfllard 
Houses. 

It took six years to build the new tower and 
connect it to die handsome, browns tone vfl- 
lard Houses. And it all took place at one of 
the busiest locations in the city. 

The project attracted considerable atten- 
tion and debate and has not been without its 
detractors. A critic writing in the New York 
Times, called The Palace tower “a boring 
boa" and said “There are Holiday Inns with 
more architectural style.” 

At d»e same time, though, die project has 
received considerable acclaim for its preserv- 
tion of the incomparable V fllar d Houses and 
for the meticulous attention paid to the resto- 
ration of the public rooms in die handsome 
old residences. And even die Times was 


impressed^ witht the amenities that await 
gu^ wittin the new tower. TheHnux writer 
described the rooms as large, well-furnished 
and corraortable and said “This place gives 
every indication ... of being a wonderful hotel 
in whiffi to spend time.” 

The Palace opened in September as work- 
men were busy putting the finishing touches 
to many of the guest rooms and public areas. 
It has been enjoying tum-away business ever 
since. 

Here are some impressions of the Big 
Apple’s new showplace, garnered during a 
recent stay there. 

Traffic around 50th and Mad avenue is 
worse than Medina and Palestine roads at the 
rush hour. In fact, if you are not positioned in 
the right lane to make the turn at 50th , forget 
it. (Changing lanes in New York is something 
like racing the bulls in Pampalona.) 

If you miss the turn, as I did, you continue 
north on Madison, work your way over to the 
proper lane (allow two blocks for that man- 
euver), hang a right, double back on Park 
avenue and sneak up on the Palace from 
49th. 

Like the man who carries two handker- 
chiefs, one for show and one for blow, the 
Palace has two entrances: the grand entrance 
off of Madison and the working entrance off 
of 50th. 


The hotel garage is next to the 50th street 
entrance in case you're driving. But with the 
final construction work just winding down 
pan of it was being used by contractors and 
overflow cars were being shuttled to another 
garage. 

The going rate for parking in Manhattan 
these days is $13 per 24-hour day plus tax, 
which boosts the t ariff up to dose to $15 a 
day. 

While the Madison avenue entrance is 
spacious, elegant and impressive, the 50th 
street entrance is modest to the point to being 
architecturally stingy. The check-in desk just 
inride the door is narrow and seems to offer 
barely enough space for the staff to move 
about. The check-in process is not enhanced 
by the crowded conditions on both sides of 
the counter. 

. But once you’re past that hurdle, it’s 
smooth sailing from there on out The Palace 
must have put all of its staff through charm 
school. They are a cheerful and cooperative 
bunch who seem to go out of their way to be 
helpful. 

Incidentally, your bellboy won't let you 
into your room with a conventional door key. 
He’ll insert a card with a special computer 
code number which opens the door. When 
you check out, the card is thrown away and 
the next guest gets a new card with a new

Shortly after 7 pan., a call for laundry service 
brought a bellman who scooped up a batch of 
rumpled do dies and dashed off saying he 
would have diem back later in the evening.

Our big comfortable double cost $160 per 
night. Singles start at $120 and go to $180 in 
four steps. Add $20 for a second person in the 
room. One bedroom suites start at $280 per 
night and go to $500. Two bedroom suites arc 
$600 and $700; the Ambassador suite is $900 
and a “triplex” is $1 ,800 per night. 

As though the $160 rate wasn’t enough, 
New York adds taxes to the bill each day. 
There is a $1 2.80 per night room tax and a $2 
“occupancy" tax. So your $160 per night 
room for two is actually $174.80. Add park- 
ing dbarges, room service and rips and you’re 
in for over $200 a night. 

If the tariff is too steep for you, die Waldorf 
is just down the block and die Barclay and die 
new Hyatt are nearby. But don’t expect to 
save much. Most four-star properties in New 
York are now over the $100 per night range. 

If you don' t stay at die Palace, at least treat 
yourself to tea, cocktails or dinner in one of 
the public rooms of die Vfllard Houses. 
There’s the Gold Room, with John LaFarge 
murals on the walls, French Renaissance 
wood wainscoting and gold brocaded walls, 
for continental breakfast, tea and cocktails;

HAVANA, Dec. 17 (AP) - The Colom- 
bian jetliner hijacked by anti-government 
terrorists landed at Havana’ s Jose Marti Air- 
port Tuesday after hop scotching across Col- 
ombia, Panama, Mexico and the Caribbean. 

Security measures kept reporters away 
from the red and white Boeing 727, which 
came to a halt at the end of a runway. Airport 
workers said about 100 people left the plane 
and all appeared to be well. They were taken 
jp an immigration office. 

Hong Kong officials 
to tackle license scam 

HONG KONG. Dec. 17 (AP) — Anti- 
graft officers from the independent commis- 
sion against corruption will visit India next 
week to seek cooperation in stopping a driv- 
ing license racket. 

A commission spokesman said there was a 
sharp increase in Indian license holders 
apply ing to swap for Hong Kong licenses 
recently. Many of these Indian license hol- 
ders are Hong Kong residents and some of 
them have only spent a few hours in transit at 
Bombay or Calcutta airport, the spokesman 
Slid. The commission wants the issuance of 
licenses to transients stopped. 

After the commission was called in to 
investigate the scandal, officials of the trans- 
port department and many applicants were 
interviewed, but since the probe began in 
September no one has been charged. 

The Hong Kong government has agree- 
ments with 28 countries, including India, to 
exchange driving licenses for cars and motor- 
cycles. The spokesman said more than 1 ,000 
Indian licenses were turned in for Hong Kong 
lirynyn this ; year. Another 300 have been 
withheld at die transport department since 
September. 


Cuban officials refused to permit inter- 
views with the passengers or crew and 
declined to say what would happen to the 
bijackeis. The hijackers, said to be armed 
with grenades, and some 60 re ma i ning hos- 
tages had flown out of Mexico Gty Airport 
on the last leg erf a 3,465 km odyssey that 
.began 24 hours earlier over the Colombian 
capital of Bogota. 

Mexican authorities said the guerrillas 
freed two passengers who were ill before tak- 
ing off with the re maining 53 passengers and 
seven crew members for the 800 km flight to 
Havana. 

Earlier in the day, die guerrillas released 
24 passengers in Panama City — thirty others 
were breed in Colombia’s Caribbean port 
town of Barranquilla. 

A Mexican reporter allowed on the plane 
during its four hours in Mexico Gty said six 
men identified themselves as guerrillas- He 
said they wore bandannas over their faces 
and carried grenades.- Earlier reports from 
airline authorities put the number of guerril- 
las at 16. 

According to the Mexican reporter, the 
hijackers' leader identified himself as 
“Commandante Uno,” the same name used 
by the leader of die Dominican Republic 
Embassy takeover in Bogota last spring,. The 
identity of the embassy leader was never 

firmly established and it was not clear if the 
same person was involved in the jetliner 
hijacking, but the group’s name — M-19 — 
was the same.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (R) — Tne 
White House came to the defease of snakes 
after President-elect Ronald Reagan's 22- 
year-old son, Ronnie, accused President 
Jimmy Carter of having the morals of one.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (R) — The UA

a conservative resurgence forced liberal 
Democrats on to the defensive and finally 
defeated man y of them in November' s elec- 
tion landslide. 

When Congress opens a news session on 
Jan. 5 it wiB have a Republican-controlled 
Senate for the first time in 25 years and a 
stronger Republican minority in toe House of 
Representatives. Throughout the year 
Democrats, sensing a national shift to title 
right, embraced some conservative causes. 
Congress tri mm ed spending, tried but faded 
to balance the budget, and approved a record 
$ 160-billion defense bill. 

The Democrats put off some politically 
unpalatable decisions until after the election, 
bringing Congress back to consider more 
legislation. Finally, the way was cleared for 
adjournment Tuesday morning when Con- 
gress, fearing a voter backlash, refused to 
give itself a 10 per cent pay increase. 

During the year Congress passed landmark 
legislation on energy, voting to launch an 
enormous program to develop synthetic fuels 
to replace dwindling oil reserves. The prog- 
ram could cost nearly $90 billion in the next 
decade and to help pay for it Congress 
enacted a windfall profits tax on the oil indus- 
try. 

But it refused to support President Jimmy 
Carter’s proposal for an energy mobilization

Col.’Sanders, chicken magnate, dies 


LOUISVILLE, Kentu, Dec. 17 W — 
u Colonel" Harland D. Sanders, the founder 
of the bfllion-doUar Kentucky Fried Chicken 
enterprise, died Tuesday in a hospital here. 
He was 90. 

his death was announced by John Cox, vice 
president for public affairs for toe Kentucky 
Fried Chicken. Company. Sanders was admit- 
ted to the hospital last month for treatment of 
a kidney and bladder infection and leukemia. 
While under treatment bis condition worse- 
ned and in the latter stages he contracted 
pneumonia. 

Sanders was born to poor Indiana farmers 
on Sept. 9, 1890, and spent his early life 
drifting from one dead-end venture to 
another. Because of his later fame he was 
made “A Kentucky Colonel" , a state honor 
given to the famous but with no military con- 
notations. Kentucky Fried Chicken's 5,000 
franchised fast food outlets in the United 
States and 1 ,000 overseas listed sales of more 
than $2 billion last year. 

After a minimal education, Sanders 
worked as a railway fireman, service station 
attendant, rmm conductor, steamboat ferry- 
man, law student, insurance salesman and 
motel operator, before opening a roadside 
cafe in tire 1930s serving chicken to passing 
motorists. 

It was only in 1956, when Sanders was 


already 66 years old and highway construe, 
tion had put his cafe and service station out of 
business that he started on the road that made 
him a millionaire. He set off with a $105 
Social Security check in his pocket, a pressure 
cooker in his car, and the notion that people 
just might like his home-style fried chicken 

recipe enough to buy it.

Crisis- weary Italians eager for relief 


4,000 frogs keep Hollywood studio hopping 
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ROME, Dec. 17 (AP) — Hie daring 
abduction of' a prominent judge by a terror- 
ist gang — the latest in the seenringty unend- 
ing stream of bad-news for Italians this year 
— has added 'to die gloom and frustration 
pervading Italian society. 

Three weeks after a massive earthquake 
devastated southern Italy, killing more than 
3,000 people, Italians are thirsty for good 
news, or at least for business as usual. They 
are not getting much help. 

Cynicism bom of political impotence, cor- 
ruption, violence and the early arrival erf wet 
and cold winter all combine in die brew of 
discontentment. Over the weekend, the big 
newspaper* printed large front-page photo- 
graphs of Judge Giovanni ITUm> sitting in 
front of a red flag embossed with the words 
“Brigage Rosse” (Red Brigades) and a five- 
pointed star in a circle. He was holding a large 

sign scribbled, with Red Brigades demands 
for die shutdown of a maximum security 
prison for violent politicals. 

jyUrso, 49, who held the highly sensitive 
post of directing transfers of inmates to max- 
imum security prisons, was snatched Friday 
in the first political kidnapping since die Red 
Brigades grabbed framer Premier Aldo 
Maro in March 1978 and killed him after 
holding him S3 days in a “people's prison.’' 
DUrstfs abduction revived die painful 
memories of Maro ordeal. The terrorists 
seemed to be making sure of that. 

There were familiar references to class 
struggle, a “people's txibunaT and a “peo- 
ple’s prison.' 7 Even DUrso’s gaunt and 
unshaven face resembled Morris pictures 


released during his capitivrty and suggested 
that it might be the work of the same old 
photographer. 

“They (the terrorists) are ridiculing all of 
ns — die citizens, die government nffirfak 
and ad," said a newspaper stand attendant, ■ 
SQvio Colli. “I feel rage, disgust, grief, hate." 

Among other stories in the newspapers and 
broadcast news bulletins were: 

— Giuseppe. Zamberietti, the govern- 
ment’s special commissioner for earthquake 
relief, told an interviewer that he feels like a 
French soldier fighting “an impossible war” 
in Indochina. He said political division and 
attempts to fix blame for inefficient relief 
operation were" severely undercutting his 
effort. 

— More than 10 years after a bomb explo- 
sion in a crowded Milan bank killed 16 per- 
sons and injured more than 100, an appeals 
trial was still continuing convicted right-wing 
terrorists denying the charge. Little progress 
is reported in the hunt fra the perpetrators of 
the Aug. 2 bombing at the Bologna railroad 
station which killed 82 persons. 

— Industry minister Antonio Bisaglia has 
submitted his resignation following accusa- 
tions that he was involved in the unfolding 
petroleum tax evasion scandal which repor- 
tedly has cost the government more than $2 
billion in lost revenues. Bisaglia, a Christian 
Democrat, denied the charge but said the 
pressure was making him unable to perform 
his government duties. 

— The price of gasoline was increased from 
$3.44 a gallon to $3.77 a gallon to raise funds 
for earthquake relief, adding to die burden of 


an annual inflation t anning at 22 per cent. 
The price of gasoline has gone up 30 per cent 
this year in Italy. 

The Center for Social Studies and Invest- 
ment (CENSIS), a party government- 
financed research institute, says in its latest 
report that “die fracture between society on 
one ride and institutions and politics on die 
other has dramatically worsened." 

Nevertheless, Italian society has 
“responded to the 12 - month tempest by 
relayin g on its flexibility and resiliency/' the 
zop^rt says, adding that, despite inflation, the 
economy has expanded, savings and invest- 
ments are on die rise. In short, at least from 
an economic standpoint, Italy is not “in the 
dark tunnel of crisis." 

4 *I fed the economic pinch, and if & been 
bad this year, but m buy the argument that 
if s the same all over the world,” says Gian- 
cario Greco, who books concerts for musi- 
cians, “what really bothers me is the feeling 
that there seems to be limit to the kind of ugly 
things some erf our countrymen can do to 
others.” 

He said he was “profoundly shaken” by 
reports of profiteering and looting in the pro- 
cess of the earthquake relief. 

“Watching soccer on Sundays is not the 
same any more, there’s no longer that sense 
of pure fun,” he said, referring to the soccer 
scandal that rocked the Italian sports world 
this year. Top soccer players and managers 
were suspended on charges erf being involved 
in a scheme of fixed games allegedly insti- 
gated by underworld figures. A criminal trial 
is now under way. 


U.S. unit protects cities from nuclear blackmail 
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WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AFP) — The 
United States government has secretly 
framed a special unit to prevent "atomic ter- 
rorism” — like blackmailing an American 
city by threatening it with midear destruc- 
tion. 

The unit is called “NEST’ (Nudear 
Emergency Search Team) and its headquar- 
ters is 25 kms north of Washington in an 
annex of the Department of Energy at Ger- 
mantown. Maryland. It has direct communica- 
tion links with the Federal Bureau erf Inves- 
tigation, the Central Intelligence Agency and 
the Pentagon. Its headquarters maintains a 
staff on permanent duty, ready to deal with 
a ah nudear threat. 

The unit was set up by President Gerald 
Ford in November 1 974 , but its existence was 


only revealed three years later during a 
dosed session of the House of Representa- 
tives armed forces, committee. 

Since it was formed, NEST has been 
alerted 60 times. New York and Los Angeles 
have been repeatedly threatened with being 
blown up by an atomic bomb although there 
has never been any actual nudear weapon 
available to the criminals. 

The NEST staff has been recruited from 
amongst technicians and experts at the nuc- 
lear arms research laboratories at Los 
Alamos, New Mexico, and other government 
research centers. Their names are on a secret 
list. 

The budget of NEST started at $1.5 million 
in 1974 and will be $50 million next year. 
While its headquarters is at Germantown, its 


operational base is at the department of 
Energy’s testing rite at Las Vegas. This city’s 
airport has the doable advantage of being 
practically never dosed because of bad 
weather conditions as well as possessing the 
county’s biggest fleet of available jet planes 
for hire. 

In addition to the Las Vegas facilities, 
NEST possesses a bureau at Andrews Base, 
near Washington, where U.S. Air Force 
planes are ready to take-off immediately in 
the event of a nudear blackmail threat. 

NEST has sophisticated y cqtnpment enabling 
it to thoroughly comb through a big dty for 
any atomic weapons. This material is already 
packed and ready to be flown anywhere in the 
.country* at a moment’s notice.

Balloonists plan 
global odyssey 

ALBUQUERQUE, New Mexico Dec. 17 
(AP) — Record- setting balloonist Maxie 
Anderson said Tuesday he and co-pilot Don 
Ida win attempt an around- the- woti d flight 
next year in a helium-filled balloon, th c Jules 
Verne. 

“We win attempt to circle the globe non- 
stop, but we’U complete the voyage even if 
forced to land a time or two,” Anderson said. 
“ Regardless, it should be the longest, fastest, 
highest balloon flight ever and an adventure 
worthy of Jules Verne himself.” 

Anderson, of Albuquerque, and Ida, of 
Denver, Colorado, said during a news con- 
ference that they plan to launch the balloon 
— nam ed after the science fiction writer — 
fronfEgypt in February or March. Anderson 
said the flight should cost about $200,000. 

The balloon will fly in the jet stream at 
altitudes of 7,500 to 9,000 meters, reaching 
speeds up to 240 kph. Average speeds could 
exceed 160 kph, permitting the balloon to 
cover 32,000 kms or more in eight to 10 days. 

At launch, the balloon will measure about 
33 meters and 24 meters in diameter. The 
balloonists will ride in an unpressurized gon- 
dola, 4 2 meters long and 3 meters wide, that 
is designed to re main upright and afloat if the 
balloon should be forced down at sea. Suffi- 
cient food and water will be aboard to last the 
balloonists 20 days. 

Anderson, 46, was one of three men who 
completed Ac first trans-Atlantic balloon 
.grossing in 1978. He and son Kris made the 
first non-stop balloon trip across North 
America earlier this year.

Leo Janos described the scene as “three guys 
in rubber boots and nets running all over the 
place. No two frogs go in the same direction.” 
It wasn’ t much of a big deal, except that the 
breakout delayed the frog-catching scene 
four days. Enter the local humane society, 
which has a representative on movie sets 
when animats are used. The humane society 
representative said the frogs had to be fed. 
“The guy says these frogs have to be fed, so 


the wranglers put out urgent calls for 1 0,000 
crickets,” Janos said. “They found a cricket 
wholesale in Los Angeles County that had 
enough” Janos learned from this experience 
that there are five cricket wholesalers in the 
Los Angeles area. The 10,000 crickets came 
to roughly two apiece for the frogs, which the 
wranglers told Janos would be just about 
right. 

“I want them to eat light.” a wrangler told 
Janos. “They’ve got to work Monday.” 

After the great frog escape, there were 
rumors the studio might have left them go as a 
publicity gimmick, rumors to which Janos 
took exception: “Who would think this up? 
what price for a story? I'm just sick of frogs.”

TOKYO, Dec. 17 (R) — The Japanese 
economy should be able to shrug off die 
effects of die latest OPEC oO price increases 
of about 10 per cent without fresh measures 
Co curb inflation, chief cabinet secretary 
Kiichi Miyazawa said Wednesday. He told a 
press conference die higher prices would not 
affect to any great degree next year’s budget 
and economic forecast currently being com- 
piled by the government 

The government had no plans for fresh 
measures to fight inflation, now r unning at an 
annual rate of about eight per cent, because 
the country has ample kerosene supplies to 
cover the winter, he added. 

Miyazawa's views were echoed by industry 
sources, who said the higher oO prices would 
probably be absorbed in Japan because of 
progress on conservation, a possible yen 
appreciation against the dollar and an 
increased inflow of petrodollars into th% 
.country.

West Germany approves 2. 2% 
increase in defense spending 


BONN, Dec. 17 (R) — The West German 
cabinet has approved a 22 per cent increase 
in defense spending in real terms next year, 
bigger than first planned but less than 
NATO’s target of a three per cent rise, 
informed sources said Wednesday. The 
cabinet Tuesday night endorsed plans for a 
4.2 per cent overall increase in government 
expenditure but modified the budget struc- 
ture to make an extra S3S0 million available 
for defense, the sources said. 

A government spokesman refused to con- 
firm die figures but Finance Minister Hans 
Matthoefer was due to present the budget 
proposals at a press conference later Wed- 
nesday. The sources said Defense Minister 
Hans Ape! demanded an extra $750 milli on 
increase during the eight-hour cabinet ses- 
sion in order to meet Bonn's NATO com- 
mitment. 

Matthoefer’ s first draft allowed for only a 
0.4 per cent increase in military spending if 
anticipated inflation of four per cent was 


taken into account 

The defense minis try sought the extra 
money partly to cover $650 million increase 
in costs on the Tornado fighter plane due to 
infla tion and faulty forecasts. The United 
States has nut pressure on West Germany, as 
NATO 1 s wealthiest European member, to set 
the example by achieving the three per cent 
target. 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt has said 
repeatedly his country will meet its commit- 
ments by the end of 198 1 , hinting that a sup- 
plementary defense budget might be intro- 
duced in the new year. 

Bonn supported a NATO communique 
last week reaffirming the three per cent target 
and adding that more money might become 
necessary in the light of East- West develop- 
ments. It ~ was not immediately dear which 
budget items were pruned to allow the extra 
defense increase but the sources said the 
cabinet retained the $112 billion overall 
spending ceiling proposed by Matthoefer.

Earlier this month the Reserve Board 
raised the rate charged member banks fm 
borrowing reserves from 12 to 13 percent. 
One victim of the high interest rates has been 
the housing industry because it now costs so 
much to borrow money to buy a home. 

The Commerce Department said that con- 
struction begun on new houses fell by 0.4 per 
cent in November to an annual rate of 1.55 
million units, the first drop in six months. The 
Federal Reserve reported that U.S. industry 
increased its output in November by a disap- 
pointing l .4 per cent, below the 21.8 percent 
rise registerer in October. 

It added that industrial production was 
likely to drop further because industry 
schedules were being cut back partly * 
response to the high interest rates.

It was a year in which it appeared that open 
competition would make a strong breakt- 
hrough with lucrative cash prizes for the top 
finishers in long-distance races, but the idea 
did not materialize. 

- It was a year in which Finland’s lasse Viren 
attempted to become perhaps the greatest 


long-distance runner in Olympic history by 
winning two gold medals for the third con- 
secutive time, but the flying Finn failed to win 
even a medal, never mind a gold. 

It was a year in which another double gold 
medalist from the 1976 Olympics, Alberto 
Juantorena of Cuba, also failed to repeat in 
the summer games. 

It was a year in which Irena Szewinska of 
Poland, the outstanding women's track and 
field performer in Olympic history, was 
unable to extend her medal streak to five 
consecutive games. 

Still, the year produced some notable 
results, including 44 world records, equally 
divided with 22 for men and 22 for women. 

The top record-breakers were Ovett, Coe, 
Americans Edwin Moses and Mary Decker, 
Poland's Wladyslaw Kozakiewicz, East

to U.S. reply on terms 


TEHRAN, Dec, 17 (Agencies) — The 
head of the supreme court said Wednesday 
Iran had made some ■‘corrections” to the lat- 
est U.S. offer on terms for releasing 52 
American hostages held in this country for 
more than 13 months. Ayatollah Beheshti. 
told a press conference that a U.S. proposal 
handed to the Iranian government on Dec. 4 
could be “nearly an acceptable answer'’ to 
the conditions set by the Iranian parliament 
for freeing the captives. 

“But there were some necessary correc- 
tions." Beheshti said. He refused to give 
details. 

In Washington, officials in the administra- 
tion of U.S. President Jimmy Carter reacted 
cautiously Tuesday to news from Iran that the 
United States need provide only “a financial 


War toys burned 


near Paris store 


PARIS. Dec. 17 (AFP) — A dozen milit- 
ants Wednesday demonstrated outside a 
department store against the sale to children 
of toy soldiers, tanks and warplanes by burn- 
ing some on a bonfire. 

’ They were led by Andre Dupont, who is 
standing for the presidential elections in 
April 1981 as an anti-nuclear candidate. 

Pointing to a poster advertising a warlike 
doll in various postures on the battlefield, 
Dupont said, “ Only the corpses are missing 
— but soon even they, will be on sale, in 
miniature. " 

Eighteen deputies have already tabled a 
resolution in the national assembly against 
the sale of war toys “ which stimulate chil- 
daenrf violent instincts . 11 


guarantee” to gain release of the hostages. 

Iran’s parliament ruled on Nov. 2 that the 
U.S. should pledge non-inteference in Ira- 
nian affairs, unblock frozen Iranian assets, 
drop legal claims against Iran and return the 
wealth of the late Shah. Since then there have 
been three exchanges between Washington 
and Tehran to the conditions, but hardly any 
details of the financial bargaining have been 
made public. 

Prime Minister Muhammad Ali Rajai said 
Tuesday the U.S. could have the hostages 
back if it provided certain “financial guaran- 
tees.’’ He said the next Iranian message 
would be sent soon and would be Tehran’s 
last. Beheshti told his news conference that 
Iran hoped the hostage problem could be 
solved in die near future. 

If Washington accepted the corrections, he 
said, “then both sides can begin the actual 
steps’’ — presumably leading up to the 
release of the Americans. 

Responding to Rajafs statement, U.S. 
officials said they did not know what the 
guarantee might entail or whether Iran would 
impose other conditions. Iran's insistence on 
the return of the Shah's money has been a* 
sore point with the U.S. Iran says the Pahlavi 
family fortune totals $32 billion. A spokes- 
man for the Shah's survivors has put the total 
at less than $ 200 million. In fact, there is 
doubt within the UJS. administration that 
even that much remains in American banks. 
If Iran's call for a guarantee is based on $32 
billion, it could pose a big problem.

Thousands mark Polish riots 



GDYNIA, Poland, Dec. 17 (R) — Some 

30.000 Poles gathered at dawn here Wed- 
nesday to commemorate workers killed in 
this Baltic port during a bloody labor revolt 
10 years ago. 

The ceremony, attended by representa- 
tives of the state, church and free trade union 
movement, was the second in a series to 
honor the 45 people killed and more than 

1.000 injured in December 1970. The gov- 
ernment was represented by Deputy Prime 
Minister Mieczyslaw Jagielski, Poland" s chief 
strike negotiator, who signed the agreement 
in Gdansk last August which led to the crea- 
tion of the Solidarity um'on. 


Gdynia was the scene of the worst incident 
of the 1 970 revolt in which troops opened fire 
on a large column of workers returning to 
work after a strike at the Pagis Commune 
Shipyard. Hie soldiers guarding the shipyard 
apparently believed the workers were going 
to attack them, and that was when the shoot- 
ing began. According to official figures 13 
people were killed and 75 seriously wounded. 

A leader of the Solidarity trade union 
recalled the tragic events during a speech at 
Wednesday’s ceremony which was held at 5 
a.m. the same time as the shooting 10 years 
ago. 


The Baltic strikers had demanded the right 
to erect monuments to workers killed in the 
1970 food price riots. The victims had previ- 
ously been ignored by the state and honored 
only by dissidents.

The week of commemoration began Tues- 
day with the unveiling of a high monument in 
Gdansk at a ceremony attended by head of 
state Henryk Jablonski. At Wednesday’s 
ceremony in nearby Gdynia, .the mother of one 
ot the shipyard workers killed here unveiled 
another monument, a four-meter high steel 
construction spelling out the year 1970. 


The speaker said that for 10 years the 
authorities had persistently opposed the erec- 
tion of such memorials, and had only relented 
under the pressure of last summer s strikes in 
the Baltic ports. The ceremony began with 
die singing of the national anthem and ended 
with a mass and a roll call of the dead. 


Bishop Zygfiyd Kowalski, who said the 
mass and consecrated the memorial, said it 
would become a symbol of faith, forgiveness, 
solidarity and love among all those who trust 
in God. The mood of the ceremony was sub- 
dued and solemn and the thousands in atten- 
dance slipped away silently after it was over. 


Garden gushes fire as gas harries W. Virginia town 


JANE LEW, West Virginia, Dec. 17 (A P) 
— Gas bubbles out of the faucets in James 
and Anna Hoover's abandoned house. A 
12 - me ter pillar of flame dances in the yard 
where they once raised vegetables. 

All along an (800-meter) section of Inters- 
tate 69 on the outskirts of town, natural gas is 
slowly seeping out of the ground, into the 
houses. Windows and doors are left open for 
fear of an explosion. Gas bubbles to the sur- 
face of a nearby creek and a sour stench clings 
to the browning trees and bushes. 

Tfie Hoovers were evacuated to another 
house in September after their water well 
exploded into flames that shot up 18 meters. 
Only a bed remains in their empty house, 
standing next to the front door they leave 
ajar. 

The Hoovers’ well is burning more than 
2.SU0 cubic meters of gas a day. according to 
state officials, who say that 98 per cent of the 
leaking gas is 98 per cent highly explosive 


methane. Gas is also escaping near the spot 
where a big highway passes over a bridge by 
the Hoovers' house, the officials said. 

" There’s going to be a tremendous explo- 
sion and alot of people are going to be hurt, *' 
Hoover, a retired state highway worker, pre- 
dicted. 

Gas has started to seep into other houses, 
and a gas well recently exploded on the 
nearby farm of Jack Shock. A water well next 
to his bouse is showing signs of erupting : gas 
is bubbling in the water and the ground is 
shifting near the well. 

If it blows like Hoover’s, we’re gonna be 
gone, ” Shock said. 

The houses stand above an underground 
gas storage field owned by Consolidated Gas 
Supply Co. The land is an old natural gas field 
that was pumped dry years ago. Now Con- 
solidated stores gas under ground. 

Residents contend that gas pumped into 
the storage field under high pressure has

weakened the geological formation and is 
forcing its way to the surface. Most of the gas 
is leaking from water wells or other openings 
that can be controlled or plugged, but resi- 
dents fear that if the pressure below ground 
becomes too great, the gas will burst through. 

Although Consolidated moved the Hoov- 
ers and says it has spent more than $1 .6 mil- 
lion on the problem, its representatives have 
repeatedly denied the gas is from their stor- 
age field. 

Spokesman David Cotten, however, said 
recently that the “ highest probability” is 
that the Consolidated field is leaking, despite 
there being no proof such is the case. 

Cotten declined to comment on residents' 
fears of an explosion, but said” We' re taking 
it very seriously. We have a concern for the 
people and their safety. ” 

Geologists say that although the stored gas 
could be shifting under pressure, they think a 
more likely explanation is that it is leaking 
from an old well. Or, Cotten suggested 
Hoover might have hit a new gas field while 
drilling his water well. 

The flow has slackened, however, since 
Consolidated reduced pressure in the reser- 
voir after water wells began to erupt, accord- 
ing to state oil and gas conservation commis- 
sion officials. 

Consolidated work crews and drilling rigs 
have been busy for weeks. Gardens and fields 
have been ripped up as old gas wells are 
tested for leaks and plugged Past and present 
residents are being asked to remember where 
old gas wells stood in the area. 

“ We just can't go in and start punching 
holes in the earth.” Cotten said. 

The state oil and gas conservation commis- 
sioner. Thomas Huzzey, said the state “ pre- 
vailed ” upon Consolidated to plug the gas 
flow. Two inspectors are monitoring the 
operation, he said. 

Residents are unhappy that the state has 
essentially left the problem in Consolidated’s 
hands. '* They're just leaving it all to a big, 
sophisticated company to tell them the

Troops battle 
to stalemate 


in Khuzistan 



BEIRUT, Dec. 17 (AP) — Iran and Iraq 
staked rival claims of gains in tank , para troop 
and helicopter gunship combat on Wednes- 
day but war communiques deariy showed the 
87-day-old conflict on the northern flank of 
tile Gulf had bogged down in a winter stan- 
doff. 

Iraq claimed beating a tank-led Iranian 
assault near the key highway town of 
Susangerd in the southwestern oil prbvice of 
Khuzistan and an enemy para troop hir-and- 
fiy attack In Iran's western highlands. 


A co mm unique from Baghdad claimed 34 
Ir anian troops were killed, six tanks des- 
troyed and one helicopter gunship shot down 
in dusk- to- dawn in the two major theaters of 
the war. It conceded five Iraqi deaths. 


Iran’s official Pais news agency claimed 52 
Iraqis died in both sectors of the snow- 
covered highlands in the western region of ' 
Gilan Gharb and in Khimstamat the fronf s 
southern end. It conceded “ three defenders” 
killed. Although war claims could not be 
independently verified, it was dear that 
neither side has made any ground gains into 
the static lines of the other. 


Mideast- based Western military analysts 
believe the rains of Khuristan and the snow of 
the Zagros mountain foothills in western Iran 
permit no tide- turning offensive at either end 
of the battle front in the five-month winter 
season which began in December. 


In addition to the 52 Iraqi fatalities. Pars 
claimed 100 enemy troops were “either kil- 
led or wounded” in the highlands of the Ham, 
province, just south of Gilan Gharb. The 
string of the strategic heights that have been 
the scene of intense para troop combat in the 
last three weeks command the dosest high- 
way routes from western Iran to Baghdad, 
the Iraqi capital some 161 kilometers to the 
west.

N. Y's — the Big Apple’s — great Fifth 
Avenue was dosed for something, a 
demonstration or a festive procession — I 
did not find out for what, although I stood 
around with the waiting crowd.

But 
there was the man and there was his tune. 
Unmistakably Abdul Habra Hafiz’s” Why 
Do You Blame Me?” Nothing to be done 
but approach (“Dr. Abdullah, I pre- 
sume?’’). 

It did not take me long to decide upon 
my mode of introduction. 1 stood next to 
him, took a lungful of air, and started 
whistling Hafiz’s other well known tune, 
“Fire, Beloved, Fire.” The reaction wasri t 
what I expected. The man looked at me in 
a decidedly odd way, and started to move 
off. 

“No, one,” I said, “that tune you were 
whistling, if s an Arab one isn’ t it. And the 
one I am whistling is also. In fact it’s by the 
same man. Old Abdul Hafim." The mao’s 


expression changed. He couldn’t believe 
his eyes — and ears. My rendering, if | 
may say so. was rather artful. “Do you 
know Abdul Halim? Are you an Arab? 
Coffee and cakes. This way, this wa y 
Never mind about the procession.” 

We went to a cafe and sat talking. He 
was an Arab in fact. He had come there in 
the early sixties. Out of disillusion with 
Arab politics. He lived in a small village 
right next to Niagara Falls, and had seen 
no Arab since for years. His sole spiritual 
sustenance, he said, was the songs he knew 
back then. He had brought the records 
with him , and they were his only joy. 

“And has Abdul Halim produced new 
songs? And Urn Kaltboum? And Abdul 
Muttalib? Did you bring any records with 


“Dead.” I told him, "all dead.” I was 
sorry to say it, and I could see how badly 
he took this severance of his last links with 


his homeland. But I couldn't do any thing 

else. Finally, I said that his sorrow, even so 
far away in America, was not really uni- 
que, that many, many Arabs, had now 
turned to that near past as something of a 
Golden Age. They knew it was foolish, 
that it was a time tike any other. But the 
present, to put it mikpy, was disappoint- 
ing. Let us, I said, sit together and whistle 
and hum: “ Why Do You Blame Me” and 
“Fire. Beloved, Fire,” until the cows coot 
home.

Profit-taking hurts dollar ;gold higher 


Pars said Iranian paratroopers and tribes- 
men in Ham and Gilan locked in hand-to- 
hand combat with Iraqis. The Iraqi com- 
muniques said the enemy attempted a coun- 
terattack in the western highlands and it was 
“quickly and effectively scuttled." 

Both sides reported rocket-firing helicop- 
ter gun&hips raided each .lotfaeis' positions 
around the besieged Iranian ofl refining city 
of Abadan on the eastern shore of die embat- 
tle Shat Al-Arab waterway. 


The Iraqis say they have no immediate 
plans to enter into the beleaguered city of 
Abadan, whose giant oil refining complex 
provided 60 per cent of Iran's pre-war fuel 
needs. Field commanders still tell occasional 
visiting newsmen that they are waiting for 
govemm'*nt orders to mount the penetration 
assault. 


LONDON, Dec. 17 (AP) — Profit-taking 
knocked the dollar back slightly in Europe 
Wednesday morning, despite Tuesday’s lat- 
est boost in U.S. interest rates. Gold prices 
rose. 

“ We may see a few rep lapses on profit- 
taking or conunerdaJ orders here and there 
but basically die direction is still up," one 
foreign exchange dealer said of the dollar’s 
performance. 

The U.S. currency has surged in recent 
days on the strength of the high interest rates 
paid on dollar deposits. But Tuesday's hike in 
prime lending rates from 20 to a record 21 
per cent had a mixed effect. It came on the 
day when the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, meeting in Bali, 
announced nearly a 10 per cent increase in 
the price of oil, although that dedsioQ had no 
discernible effect on money fharkets, dealers 
Said. 

Gold prices, which touched six-month lows 
last week, moved slowly higher Wednesday 
after dosing at $567 a troy ounce in New 
York late Tuesday, off $8. In London, just 
before the city’s five major bullion houses 
agreed a morning “ fixing" price, gold was 


trading at a median $568.50 an ounce, npj 
from $558.25 at the dose Tuesday. 

in Zurich, gold was worth $569 JO a 
ounce, up from $563.50. Earlier in Hoag 
Kong, gold closed at $572.43, up $4.40. 

Silver was quoted in London at mid- 
morning at $15 an ounce, up from $14.45 on 
Tuesday. _ 

In London, the pound was worth 52317ft 
In Tokyo, the dollar dosed at 209.55 yn 
from 209.40 Tuesday.
